SAN FRANCISCO, Calif. 
(BP) — The 58h annual 
meeting of the American Bap- 
tist Convention here voted to 
continue to meet annually in- 
stead of every two years, 
launched a $20 million capital 
fund campaign for home and 
foreign _ missions, and _ re- 
solved ‘against all forms of 
segregation. 

A total of 7,787 registered 
delegates and visitors also 
elected a-new president, Rob- 
ert G. Torbet, dean and pro- 
fessor of church history at 
Central Baptist Theological 
Seminary in - Kansas City, 
Kansas. 


Resolutions adopted by the 
convention stressed renewed 
support for the National Coun- 
cil of Churches, condemned 
all forms of racial segrega- 
tion, took a strong stand 
against obscenity, and re- 
jected extremism of both 
right and left. 

The convention also urged 
U. S. Government officials to 
continue to work for a cease- 
fire in Vietnam and to re- 
evaluate its relationships with 
“all governments to which the 
U. S. does not now extend 
recognition.”

Stassen, a key figure in the 
Eisenhower administration, 
said that more people have 
died through military violence 
in the past 30 days than any 
other 30-day period in the past 
ten years.

Head Start 


Dear Doctor Odle: 

Project HEAD START is a 
reality for Jackson, Mississip- 
pi. This program, which is a 
part of the anti-poverty pro- 
gram, is designed to help pre- 
school children of limited op- 
portunity, children of poverty 
and neglect. 

My connection with the pro- 
gram is that of Temporary 
Chairman of the Medical- 
Dental Committee, whose 
task it is to provide medical 
and dental examinations and 
obtain necessary treatment 
and correction for these chil- 
dren. The response of the 
physicians and dentists and 
nurses and other medical per- 
sonnel who have been con- 
tacted has been’ generally 
enthusiastic, akin to the re-~ 
sponse to the oral polio vac- 
cine program. I believe that: 
the medical community will 
meet this need. 

HEAD START is more than 
meeting medical needs, Its 
main function will be to 
offer these children of poverty 
and neglect experiences and 
training in’ kindergarten-like 
schools during an eight-week 
period this summer. There 
will be a tremendous need for 
volunteer workers for dozens 
of tasks, such as teaching, 
transporting children, taking 
groups on-field trips, super- 
vision of play or art or craft 
or. musical activities, telling 
or reading stories. 

What an opportunity for 
people with Christian hearts 
and missionary spirit! Here 
in our city’s backyard are 
needs that we can meet—and 
they are needs just as acute 
as would be found in In- 
donesia, Brazil, or Ghana. 

True, this program is fed- 
erally-financed. This aid is for 
supplies and clerical help, and 
a limited number of full-time 
workers. The main financial 
support will be the efforts of 
concerned people in our city. 

This program is NOT fed- 
erally - directed. The entire 
organization is local. And, if 
the organization and the vol- 
unteer help is NOT success- 
ful, it will be because a Chris- 
tian community ‘‘passes by on 
the other side of the road.”

Appointed by the Southern 
Baptist Foreign Mission 
Board in 1917, Miss Dodson 
was assigned to Canton, 
where she taught in Pooi To 
Girls’ Middle School and Pooi 
In Bible Training School. 

During World War II she 
spent nine months in Jap- 
anese prison camps before 
she was repatriated to the 
States in 1942.

Baptists jin northern Mexico 
have re ed 3,509 profes- . 
sions of faith made during an 
evangelistic campaign’ in 
April. 

Of these professions, 566 
came during four evangelist- 
ic “concentrations” which 
were held lin theaters in the 
cities of Piedras Negras, Chi- 
huahua, Torreon, and Mon- 
clova and |were attended by 
a total of 8,600 persons.
